guilty of a gross wrong to the peoplo of
that section "can't forgivo them," meaningthereby, wesuppose, that he naturally
and maliciously desires to persecute those
whom he has already injured. Ho also
remarks that the Governor in his refusal
to veto tho Capitol removal bill "contendedthat he had no right to veto any bills
but such as were unconstitutional," or in
other words, "that he had no right to interposehis veto from considerations of

public policy alone."
Mr. Walker cannot find any such languagein the Governor's written reply to

the Charleston lavrycm last March. The
Governor ,does not therein say nnything
that can be so construed. Nor in* his
message to the Legislature in Xovombcr
lost does he say anything of the kind. He

simply says tlrat when the removal bill
come before him he examined it toseo "if
it violated any of the provisions of the
Constitution." He owns that his own

judgment was contrary to the jxtficy of the
bill, and states tlmt if he had found it in
conflict with the Constitution ho would
have vetoed it. And even nltliougu no

failed to so find it, yet he did not sign the
bill at last, and it became a law without
hia. approval.
There is nothing, therefore, on record

from the Governor about having '"no

right" to veto bills that are not unconstitutional.It is to be presumed that the
question of right is settled by the Constitutionunder which he cxercises the
veto power. That instrument gives him a

discretionary power to veto a bill if he
does not approve it, only requiring him
to state his objections to the Legislature.
Section 15 of Art. VII of the Constitution
very plainly contemplates vetoes by the
Governor of the appropriations of public
money. That section is supplementary
to the preceding section which defines
the general veto powers and dutiw of the
Governor.
But supposing the Governor had

'chosen to thus limit the sphere of his
rights under the Constitution, it is by
no means certain that within such a limitationhe might not find reasons for
vetoing the local appropriations referred
to. Section 5 of Article X. of the Constitutionsays that the power of taxation
on the part of the Legislature "shall extendto provisions for the payment of the
State debt and the interest thereon, the
support of free schools and the payment
of the annual estimated expenses of the
State," and does not provide for taxation
for any other purposes. Now suppose
that a number of appropriations should
be made every session for roads and
bridges, amounting to $5,000 or $50,000
each time, how are such expenditures to

be provided for except by going beyond
the section quoted?

But waiving all questions of constitu-

tionality, we regard 11 an very important
that the State of West Virginia should
never follow the pernicious example of
the old State in going into a log-rolling
system of local improvement.". Deliver
us from such a programme. It in because
of our horror of such a programme that
we congratulate the public upon theGovernor'srecent vetoes.

When and by what authority was tho
change made from the seventh to the
first day of the week V If "Layman" and
I could" agree on a few preliminaries essentialto a right understanding of the
subject, 1 have no doubt I could givo him
a satisfactory answer to his inquiries.
Men can never reach like conclusions

till they can agree on tho premises. But
as "Layman" cannot be supposed to give
or withhold assent to preliminaries till
they arc stated, 1 must state them, and
take for granted that lie agrees to their
truth. Let uic say here that I am not at

present going to enter into any argument
or labored defence of the statements I"
may make. That would not be in order
here. Hut if assailed, I feel quite confiIdent I could make n passably good argumentativefight in their favor.
My first statement is this: That the

Mosaic or Jewish Sabbath was given to
the Jews, and only to them, and was not
obligatory on any Sther people, and was

not observed or regarded by any Gentile
nation. So far as it was a blessing, and
to what extent, or in what sense that was

true, 1 will not now inquire; it was tfie
property of the Jews. Jn so far as it was

a yoke on his neck, irksome and burdensome,lie and he alone was compelled by
tno law to oeur u. 11 miu iiu uiruui relationor application in n legal sense to any
htiman being outside of the »jeei! of Abraham,except to the Gentile who by adoptionInicaine a Jew. I am aware here that
"Layman" or some oneol-o will be quick
to meet this statement with the declarationof Christ that "the Sabbath was made
for man;" thus proving ray ansertion false,
and making the Sabbath an institution
applicable to the entire race. The answer
to this is very easy, but I will not deviate
from my purpose not to enter into argumentor exposition here. If "Layman"
can give his assent to the statement
made, that the Mosaic Sabbath was bindingon the Jew exclusively, and had
no legal or obligatory application whateverto any Gentile individual, family or

nation, lie has progressed half way towarda correct understanding of that part
of the Sabbath question involved in hie
inquiry, viz: When and by what authoritywas thcchange made from the seventh
tot he first day of the week<

Let us now turn our attention to a fact
of Christianity ami glance at its relation
to the Christian system, and the prominenceft held both in the system and in
the estimation of the lirst Christians.1
refer to the resurrection. It was regardedin the first days of the Church and
has been so regarded ever since by Christians,as a fact of transccndant interest
and importance. However skeptics and
doubting scientists may think of it, howevermythical they may esteem it, the
Christian glories in the resurrection.
think their glorying is not in vain; but
my business at present is not to

express any personal convictions, but
to lookout the matter in reference to its
influence on the Sabbath. It is instinctive
in human nature to commemorate great
oVents by celebrating in some appropriatemanner the day of their occurrence.
This the Christians did by meeting on

tho first day of the week for worship,
sacramental communion and* Christian
fellowship. The wonder is not tlmt they
thus observed the day, but the wonder
would l>e had they not done it, consideringthe estimation iu which the resurrectionwas held by them. As the Gospel
spread, the observance of the Lord's Day,
as they pro|»erly termed it, kept pace
with the progress of the Church. In
short, the observance o( the first day of
the week as a day of worship and Christianrejoicing became a Christian institution.Does "Layman," or anyone who
has any just appreciation even in a generalway of Christianity, object to it?
Surely not; for (presuming Christianity
to be true) it celebrates or comrncmo*
rates the grandest event in the world's
history.

Satisfy them that without New York
they lose the battle, and without Tildcn
they lone New York, and they are for
Tiltlen. What I have said above applies

lias been mapj>ed out by the leaders of
the Wallace wing of the party, but it has
not yet been commuuicated to the rank
and tile.

Western vote of ex-Governor Curtin for
Vice President. It is a shrewd and carefullylaid scheme, and is worthy of the
anxious consideration of Gov. filden's
friends. It contemplates*shifting the
battle-ground fiom New York to Pennsylvania,carrying the latter State by the
"Old War Governor's" poplilaritv, riskingthe loss of tho former, insuring Indiana,and making a push for Ohio and
Wisconsin. TheTilden slate ligures out
victory by the union of tho South, the
East, and the Pacific Coast; the Hendricksand Curtin slatu arrives at the
same result by adding to the vote of the
Soath that of Pennsylvania and Indiana,
and taking the chances of carrying one or

two of the close Western States. There
is good reason for stating that Senator
Wallace is using his great talent for organizingpolitical movements to forward
this scheme, and for .believing that GovernorCurtin had it in view when he.surprisedhis friends by taking the stump for
Allen last October.
Among the Republicans there begin to

be strong preferences shown, but no prejudices.It is Blaine or liristow with
them. A few months ago Mr Maine was
almost without a rival in the affections of
the Pennsylvania Kepublicans, but now
the Secretary of the Treasury has a powerfulfollowing, gained solely l>y his vigorouswarfare upon the WhiskyJ Kings.
A member from Washington county, the
birth place of the ex-Speaker, tell* me

that three-fourths of the Republicans
here are now for Uristow. I know,.however,that the sentiment is not as onesidedthroughout the Slate, and it is
nrohable that the preference of the memberleads him to exaggerate the feeling in
his section. Mr. Maine's hold upon
Pennsylvania is too strong to be lost so

quickly. A sudden wane of popularity
may appear to raise a rival higher in publicregard, but the men who control Republicanpolities and who will name the
delegates to tne national Lonvcntion
continue to Ik? staunch friends of tlic exSpeaker.The vote of the State will, I am
confident, he given to him. Beside.* the
two strong candidate?, I hear Home mentionof Klihu H. Washburne and a little
of Gov.

Time ami Place (if Holding tin*
.National Convention.
Washington, January 8..The RepublicanCommittee which meets here next

week to lix a time and place for holding
the National Republican Convention will
have to consider the claim* of Hevcn or

eight cities desiring to Ik* designated. The
choice will, without douht, full uppn eitherChicago, Cleveland, Cincinnati, Philadelphia,New York, Washington, or SaratogaSprings. There are no expressions
from members of the committee which
show that a majority, or jK-rhaps any very
large number, have decided preferences.
The question of location is therefore an

open one, to he the subject of real and not
pretended consideration. Outside the
committee there is a large preference expressedin favor of Philadelphia, because
politicians and delegates will desire to attendthe convention and visit the ICxpositionat the same time. From what has
Ihicu heard from the West, it seems that
that section would generally prefer Philadelphiaor New York to Chicago. The
citizens of Philadelphia will not, however,
make any formal request of thecommittce,
but only say ihey will be glad to welcomethe convention and provide for its

have it held in that city. It is probable
that New York City may have the conventionby making some particular effort

ENGLAND.

II
the insurgents refuse to lay uown theii
arms when the Great Powers require
them to, Austria will simply discontinue
the subsidy which she now gives to the
refugees from tho revolted districts.
The Vienna correspondent of the Timet

announces that Fmnco has unreservedly
accepted the Austrian note. Another
Vienna dispatch reports that the Turkish
government has ordered the Circassians
settled in Bulgaria, to be organized into
twelve battallions, which are destined to
guard, the frontier of Servia.
A Berlin dispatch says that Captain

Brickenstein will not demand a German
inquiry into the loss of the steamer
Deutschland. The German Government
has invited other marine States to an in*
ternational conference,to devise a common
mode of inquiry into shipwrecks and
oilier disasters to shipping.
A Berlin telegram gives the assurance

tthat the principal facts elicited in tint inquiryrelative to Thomas will be officially
published.
The Times, in a leading article, says

tho notice in the Qaxcttc of Janunry 8th,
warning mariners not to approach the
Spanish coast east of Bilboa on account
of danger from, the Carlist batteries
planted there, will suggest the thought
that our Government is treating a serious
matter too lightly. Being at peace with
Spain, we have a right to trade with
any part of her territory. The Governmentof Spain ia bound to protect the
property of our countrymen when withinthree miles of her coast. Were
any of our seamen mur ered or

our ships burned in one of her harbors,
wc should insist that the criminals be
punished and compensation made. The
Spanish government might plead it is too
weak to control its unruly subjects and
too poor to pay. If such an excuse were
false we should invite that government to
do justico or prepare for reprisals, which
amounts to a declaration of war. If thegovcrnmetitwere reallv powerless we should
havo the right to take its place and defend
the lives and property of our subjects.
These facts suilice and show the duties of
thecovcramentin the present case. If the
Carlists injure any British ship we must
look to Madrid for redress. Either
King Alfonso or all must assume the
police of the Spanish coast. The plain
duty of Spain is to place a fleet oil' the
coast such as will silence the Curlist
batteries. If the government will not
protect its own coast it must pay for any
damage the rebels may do. \Ve fail to
see why Spain should be forced from
the duty of guarding her own
coast. Her navy is so powerful
that in a rupture with the United States
she would have a great advantage in the
commencement of tho struggle. Some
vessels may be stationed off Cuba. That
is an arrangement with which we can not
concern ourselves. If Spain insists on

having the luxury of rebellious colonies
at a time when she is wasted by civil war

at home, she must take the consequences.
The article goes on to say that owing to
the leniency which other powers havo
always shown toward Spain, her statesmenpresume on a continuance of their
foolish and treacherous course with impunity.It would be better for all partiesif Spain was held accountable for her
actions. The United States might set a

good example by insisting that Cuba be
no longer allowed to become tho plague
instead of the pearl of the Antilles. The
article concludes by recommending that
Spain be told that she will be held responsible'forevery shilling of damage dor.o
to foreign powers by the Carlists.
London, January 10, 6 a. m..A Berlindispatch says it is reported that the

Turkish Ambassador at Paris endeavored
to intluence Due de Cazes against the
ratification of Count Andrassy's note,
and consequently it is inferred that the
I'orte was assured that Great Britain
would reject it.
